New York. Those 


who know the ways of this ingenious 
and voracious insect will not be surpris 
ed that he has been able to dead-head 
himself across tbe water for a European 
tour. He has been migrating in that 
direction for years, and his appearance 
means devastation to tho potato crop 
and an increased demand abroad for 
the American tuber. The entomologist 
of Europe will doubtless have a splen- 
did opportunity to study thia beetle of 
Colorado origin. He is certainly-amuB- 
ing in his tenacity of life, his profligacy 
of propagation, and in the amount he 
can eat without surfeit or indigestion. 
It' he gets into Ireland the blessed 
sons of St. Patrick will wish, most 
fervently, that their patron saint had 
sunk America when he was in the ex- 
tinguishing business ; for our little 
tnveler will eat the Irish out of house 
aad home. The Post, confident of the 
nomadic capabilities of this bug, will 
guarantee that it will keep traveling 
until it reaches the North Pole; and 
that if there is a potato vine growing 
around that pole it will be scraped into 
the beetle's stomach. There is noth- 
ing impossible to the Colorado beetle, 
and potato is his prophet. Germany 
may try Paris green, and France Prus- 
sian blue, for its extinction, but they 
will try in vain. The beetle is invin- 
cible and irresistible.— Chicago Post.

WASHINGTON, D. 0., Maroh 15.— 


The extra session of Congress is virtu- 
ally decided upon. Secretary Sherman 
and Attorney General Devens, who 
have beon investigating the law and 
the precedents, say it will be impossi- 
ble to pay and subsist tho army for the 
first six months of the next fiscal year 
without an appropriation by Congress.

held last night, nor at tbe one of to-day, 
to withdraw the troops from the state 
houses of Columbia and New Orleans, 
though it is not improbable that such 
a step will be taken before the 1st of 
April. The President informed Judge 
Maokey and others that the policy ob- 
served of non-intervention was the best, 
and he had determined to follow it and 
maintain the status quo, at least for the 
present.

The more it has been investi- 
gated, the more impracticable it has 
proved; and, besides, neither party in 
either State has been willing to agree 
to it.
